HICKMAN, Ky., April 5.—Workers 
are still tolling today to strengthen 
the levee, close the breaks and 
beat back the flood. The cli- 
max of the catastrophe may come at 
any moment with the breaking of 
the Real Foot Levee below here, 
Hundreds. of men are trying to 
strengthen it and should it go out 
unexpectedly, it is feared many lives 
would be lost, as the means of es- 
cape for the workers is limited. 

The river already is washing ovcr 
the top of the levee tn many places 
and several leaks have been discov- 
ered and stopped in the last 24 hours. 

Refugees continue to arrive iu 
great numbers. Mrs. William Ven- 
ters of Island No. 8, who was res- 
cued by a launch is almost distracted 
because her husband and children 
were left behind, having taken ref: 
uge in the attic of their home. She 
says the inhabitants of the Island 
were driven to the housetops several 
days ago. One woman walked 12 
miles in eight hours with six chil- 
dren. She carried the youngest.

Man in Illinois Jail Tells Police 
Chief He Knows Robbers 
of Columbia Safe. 


An hour after Chief of Detectives Al- 
lender had formally charged Charles 
Miller, an “‘investigation’’ prisoner, with 
the robbery of the Columbla Theater 
safe on the morning of Feb. 18, Detec- 
tives O’Brien, McCarthy and Doherty, 
under Allender’s instructions, Friday 
arrested David Creeley, 19 years old, 
4006 Lucky street. 

Creeley was taken to police headquar- 
ters and held incommunicado. The po- 
lice would not say what brought about 
his arrest, but intimated it was in con- 
nection with the inquiry into the thea- 
ter affair. Creeley was out on bond 
from Judge Rassieur'’s court on charges 
of perjury and highway robbery. 

Creeley was in jail at the time Miller 
and Dan Callahan, who is accused of 
the Bremen postoffice robbery, were ar- 
rested in a restaurant ‘after Postoffice 
inspector Bunsen had recognized Cal- 
lahan. After Creeley was released on 
bend, the police kept close track of 
his movements. 

It is said they had a tip that a man 
went to Callahan and Miller’s room and 
removed some nitroglycerin, fuses and 
other safe-cracking paraphernalia. 

When Miller was arrested, he gave 
the name of Arthur Sullivan. The po- 
lice declare they found his name Was 
Miller, and that he had served a term in 
prison in Chicago for larceny, and that 
he had been in the reformatory at Pon- 
tiac, Ill. 

They say Miller was arrested in Lon- 
don at King George's coronation, to- 
gether with ‘‘Icebox"’ Connors, said toa 
be the originator of the system of lock- 
ing saloon men in their ice boxes while 
the saloon is being robbed. Callahan 
Was thought to be in London at the 
same time, but avoided arrest. 

Chief Young was informed in a tele- 
gram from tle Sheriff at Litchfield, Il., 
that a prisoner in the Litchfield jail says 
he knows the men who robbed the Co- 
Jumbia. Detective Hannigan was sent 
to Litchtield immediately to investigate.

Head of Hamburg-American Line 
Holds Other Country’s Benefits 
Depend on Conduct. 


BERLIN, April «—Herr Sallin, the 
head of the Hambnurg-American Steam- 
ship Co., has given to a local paper an 
interview on the probable effects on the 
world’s trade of the opening of the Pan- 


ama Canal. th 

Herr Ballin is not inclined to attach 
great importance to the schemes of new 
lines already projected by some English 
and German shipping companies, which, 
he says, ‘“‘are only acting like a man 
who tries to reserve a seat by laying an 
umbrella upon it.” The first result, he 
‘thinks, will be the immense transfer of 
the traffic from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
vific from railways to steamers. Even 
if the railways engage in a rate war, 
Herr Ballin says, the sea route will be 
cheaper. 

Another result, he predicts, will be 
rapid economic development of coun- 
tries on the west coast of North and 
South America. 

On the whole, Herr Ballin does not 
@ppear to anticipate any very great ad- 
Vantage to Germany from the canal. 
He recognizes that part of the Ger- 
tan trade, especially the nitrate trade 
to the west,coast, will pass through 
the canal, but he says the extent of 
the movement will depend on the canal 
dues and upon whether the Americans 
follow the principle of making the 
route advantageous to foreign shipping, 
ad‘ling, ironically, that it will be a good 
thing for the Americans, who at pres- 
ent put difficulties in the way of for- 
eign mercantile shipping in order to 
develop a commercial marine of their 


ditione which govern its maintenance 
and protection. 

He says he would not regret the devel- 
opment of an American merchant ma- 
rine, if that country “would cease trying 
fo dictate through her courts to for- 
eign countries what terms they shall 
make with one another in their own 
homes in order to avoid ruinous rate 
wars.”’

RECALLS A ROMANCE 


Virginian’s Daughter, Cousin of 
Jefferson Davis, Wed lowa 
Soldier. 


The death of Mrs. Missouri Fuller 
at her home in Parker place, Web- 
ster Groves, has recalled a romance 
of the reconstruction days in which 
she figured.

PLANS SUBWAY AND 
COUNTY BELT LINES 


A belt line of interurban railways in 
St. Louls County, connecting with a 


subway at University City, has been 
projected by George W. Baumhoff, for- 
mer general manager of the St. Louis 
Transit Co. Baumhoff says that work 
on the belt line will be started at the 
southern end of St. Louis Monday, and 
that the lines will be extended north- 
ward to Webster Groves, Kirkwood, 
Creve Coeur Lake, and from the lake 
over a portion of Olive street road to 
the western city limits.

IE city of St. Louis is paying 

T a day in interest on the 

bond issue for the building of 
the free bridge. So long as the 
bridge remains uncompleted, it is 
getting no return for its money. 

Work on the bridge is now vir- 
tually at a standstill, because of the 
Municipal Assembly’s failure to de- 
cide, by legislation, the location of 
the East Side railroad approach. 
The joint committee, appointed 
three months and 21 days ago, has 
made no report and has held no 
public hearing. 

The work of constructing the 
bridgé was begun two years three 
months and 17 days ago. 

The people of St. Louis voted for 
the original bridge bond issue five 
years nine months and 23 days ago. 

City officials believe that when 
the question of approaches has 
been settled, the people readily will 
vote whatever is necessary for com- 
pletion of the structure. 
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the Joint Free Bridge Committee wheth- 
*>r they were ready to present their re- 
ort. The request apparently was un- 
expected. Councilman Lehmberg was 
the first member on his feet to make an 
explanation. He said the committee had 
not agreed on a report, but promised if 
it was retained that a report would be 
presented early in the next session. 

“If you cannot agree,’’ satd Gundlach, 
“why don’t the members of-the com- 
mittee let somebody else try it? I am 
ready now to vote on this proposition. 
We need some action on this question.”’ 

Councilman Rower offered to _ gtve 
President Gundlach his proxy on the 
committee. Randall said he believed the 
committee could make: a report within 
30 days if it was retained. Protgmann 
also made a plea for the retention of 
the committee, saying it had done much 
hard work. 

President Gundlach promised to re- 
appoint the committee if fts members 
would promise a report early in the 
next session and the Council would 
adopt a resolution requesting its re- 
appointment.

Governor, Here, 
Police Are Hampered by a 
“Fake” Decision. 


FAVORS POLICE CAMPAIGN 
Asserts, in Woerheide’s Presence, 


They Should Make Trouble 
for Places. 





Gov. Hadley, or his arrival in 8t. 
Louis Friday to attend the Arbor day 
exercises at Fairground, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he believes the only 
solution of the Hd club problem will be 
a law requiring all clubs to pay a dram- 
shop license.

putting all places where liquor is svld 
under the same license and regulations 
as the saloons. I have suggested this 
several times and would support such a 
bill. 


Hampered by a Decision. 
“In their efforts to proceed against 


clubs, the police have been hnampered 
by a decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in the case of the St. Louis Club, 
which was prosecuted for selling liquor 
without a license. That was a fake 
case and a fake decision.”’ 

Later in the day, at the Jefferson Ho- 
tel, the Governor explained he had not 
meant the case and the devisions were 
were “fixed 
up,’”’ in that the suit was brought as a 
test and the result was foreseen in ad- 
vance. 

He said the only relief he hoped for 
was 2. law putting clubs under control 
of the Excise Commi ssioner’s office and 
requiring them to make regular reports, 
in which they give the names of their 
officers and members, the amount of 
liquor sold and where they buy it. He 
referred to conditions in the St. Louis 
lid clubs as ‘‘disgraceful’’ and “out- 
rageous.” 

A. A. B. Woerheide, president of the 
Police Board; Election Commissioner 
Kortjohn, City Collector Koeln and 
James Hagerman Jr., met the Governor 
at the train at 8 a. m., and went with 
him to Hotel Jefferson. 

“Regulation of the lid clubs is up to 
the President of the Police Board,” 
said the Governor in Woerheide’s pres- 
ence., ““‘Though no definite results can 
be obtained until the necessary license 
law is passed, the police May and 
should make as much trouble as possi- 
ble for clubs where there is gambling 
and brawling, and for those which are 
frequented by women.” 

“Until a license law is passed little 
can be done in the way of successful 
prosecution. The police raid these clubs 
and make arrests, but in most instances 
cannot obtain warrants. If the cages 
do go to trial, the juries, because of the 
decision in, the St. Louis Club cage, are 
required to turn the defendants loose.”’

TURN ON THE LIGHT. 

‘Fhree measures are pending in the United States 
Senate looking to an investigation of conditions 
in the anthracite region of Pennsylvania and the 
causes Of the present strike. 

Allegations of fact which must become the sub- 
ject of an inquiry by official authority sooner or 
later have prompted the introduction of the 
measures, but the acuteness of presidential poli- 
tics in both parties makes the prospect for the 
early passage of any of them dubious. It is 
charged that higher stakes are being played for 
than the increased wages and fuller recognition 
of their union asked by the men, The “system,” 
it is alleged, has discovered that industrial war, 
like international war, may have great possibili- 
ties for profit, if advantage is taken of oppor- 
tunity. 

The complicated and related purposes held in 
view are so vast that the many millions to be 
reaped through temporary advance of several 
dollars a ton on the 6,000,000 tons of hard coal 
now on hand is only incidental. That, after each 
strike in this region in the past, the price of 
hard coal never went back to its former level is 
u part of the curious phenomena of hard coal 
strikes which the public has noted. 

This of itself means enormous rewards, but the 
really great rewards are to come from the manip- 
ulation of the stocks of mining companies and 
coal-carrying railroads through depression as a 
consequence of the strike, but ultimate rise based 
on the new possibilities of profit. 

The tremendous losses and widespread incon- 
venience and distress of a great industrial strike 
due to the commercial greed of a set of market- 
rigging sharks? It is not incredible. Thousands 
have lost their lives in actual warfare due to 
commercial greed. Serious charges involve com- 
placent labor leaders who, knowing the object 
in view, co-operate in the plan.

most as valuable. It is rich soil washed by the 
floods from the farms of the midcontinental 
area. It represents actual wealth. A small por- 
tion is ‘redeposited lower down.

The element of danger from falling ob- 
jects is the same in either case, and the elimina- 
tion of the danger varies as the precautionary 
measures are used to close all openings to this 
shaft while same is-in use. An elevator shaft door 
left open or partly closed on a floor in a modern 
skyscraper presents the same danger as the un- 
guarded mouth of a mine shaft.

Referee of the Wasem-Billiter Cham- 
pionship Wrestling Match. 

Johnny Billiter of Toledo, O., won a 
clean-cut victory Thurs@ay night and the 
lightweight championship by defeating 
Al Wasem of St. Louis in straight falls, 
winning the first in one nour and five 
minutes and the second in 37 minutes. 

In each instance it was a hammer- 
lock that brought the local ~boy’s 
shoulders to the mat. 

The match was at catch-as-catch-can 
style, with the strangle hold barred by 
mutual consent, pin falls only to count, 
best two in three to a finish, the wres- 
tlers to weigh in at 135 pounds or less. 
Billiter tipped the beam at 12% pounds 
and Wasem at 134%. os 

When the men came on the mat 
they appeared to be m perfect con- 
cition, except that Wasem wore a ban- 
dage on his right arm between the 
shoulder and elbow to protect a boil 
which had formed in the last few days. 
It was this sore arm which was ham- 
roerlocked each time, causing Wasem 
intense pain. But even without this 
handicap Wasem would have had but 
Attle chance of winning, as Billiter 
clearly demonstrated his superior ability 
and held the upper hand at all times. 
He had no trouble in breaking holds 
secured by Wasem and extricating him- 
self- from dangerous positions yi 
which he would at times be worked and | 
frequently did this by resorting to, 
strength alone. 

But for all this it was a clever exhfbition 
and nearly every hold known to the grap- 
pling game was used, except the strangle, 
and the spectators were well repaid. Pilliter 
was not only strong and clever, but was 
very fast when need be, while Wassem was 
fast but not so clever nor so strong. 

Wasem, of course, cannot be referred to 
as an inexperienced wrestler, but one watch- 
ing the two men at work could not fail of 
the impression that Billiter was the experi- 
enced and #nished master of the game, while 
Wasem is still in process of maturity and 
will be better.
